Murphy,  who  arrived  in  ihe  Middie  East  last 
week  and  ha*  *ince  vwitrd  Lebanon.  Syria.  Israel, 
and  Egypt.  delivered  a  message  from  President 
P.carin  to  Kin*  Hussein.  slate-run  Radio  Jordan 
Mid. 

The  radio  Mid  Hussein  and  the  Stale  Depart¬ 
ment  offldai  utfcuaacd  key  Middle  Eaat  issues  dur¬ 
ing  a  working  lunch  at  the  monardi'a  Al-Nadwa 
palace.  It  gave  no  di-tails. 

The  reestablishment  of  diplomatic  relation*  be¬ 
tween  Jordan  and  Egy  pt  Tuesday  ended  five  year* 
of  Arab  isolation  for  Cairo.  The  move  raised  •pe¬ 
culation  about  the  revival  of  Rragan'a  1S«2  Middle 
East  peace  initiative  or  a  new  U.S  plan  formulated 
to  *olvr  the  region’*  problem*. 

In  a  speech  at  the  United  Naliwna  Monday. 
Reagan  affirmed  hi*  commitment  to  the  plan  that 
call*  for  autonomy  “in  association  with  Jordan"  for 
Palestinian*  living  in  the  l*raeli-occupied  West 
Rank  and  Gaza  strip.

According  to  Brian  Love  joy.  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  ASBYU  Research  and  De¬ 
velopment  Office,  a  student  union 
would  serve  the  students  and  provide 
for  student-faculty  Involvement. 

The  nature  of  the  student  union  ha* 
not  been  determined  yet.  Lovejoy 
said.  That  will  be  announced  Nov.  15. 
when  the  union’*  constitutional  prop¬ 
osal  will  be  submitted  to  the  adminis¬ 
tration.

"It  had  been,  basically,  a  big  happy  family  out 
here."  said  ride  operator  Tim  Stanley,  one  of  the 
first  strikers  to  picket  near  the  parks  main  entr- 

"But  now,  it's  like  dad  has  taken  our  allowance 
away  and  given  us  more  work  to  do."  said  Stanley,  a 
park  employee  for  17  yean. 

The  strike,  the  second  called  at  the  park  in  five 
years,  was  sanctioned  Monday  «hen  members  of  a 
five-union  coalition  rejected  by  a  69  percent  margin 
management’s  latest  master  services  contract 
ofTer. 

The  striking  workers  drew  the  support  of  pas¬ 
sing  motorist*  and  pedestrian*  as  pickets  started 
organizing  several  hours  before  the  park  opened. 


Several  early-morning  visitors  stopped  on  the 
way  to  talk  with  the  pwkeler*  and  shake  hand*. 
Dozens  of  motorist*  honkrd  their  horns  snd  flashed 
victory  or  thumb*-up  signs. 

■I  hope  all  the  unions  and  the  public  supports  us." 
said  Tom  Ravenscroft.  a  26-year  employee  organiz¬ 
ing  pickets  at  the  front  entrance  with  ita  sign  wel¬ 
coming  guests  to  “the  happiest  place  on  earth."

SWARTHMORK,  Pi  <UPI>  -  guiltier  Piw 
winning  author  James  Michener  i  u  promised  to 
repay  Swarthmore  College  for  a  $2, LOO  scholarship 
with  nearly  $2  million  in  Interest,  a  school  spokes¬ 
man  said  Tuesday. 

In  a  recent  letter,  Michener.  author  of  such 
work*  a*  "Hawaii"  and  "Centennial."  pledged  to 
donate  S2  million  to  the  small  liberal  art*  college 
that  granted  him  a  degree  In  1929,  said  Swar¬ 
thmore  spokeswoman  l»ma  Shurkin. 

“In  the  spring  of  1925.  Swarthmore  College 
awarded  a  *2,000  scholarship  to  James  Michener.  a

thmore. 

"At  that  time  this  was  a  considerable  sum  which 
Michener  always  thought  of  a*  a  loan  against  his 
future."  Last  week  Michener  informed  the  college 
that  he  was  repaying  it  with  *1.998.000  Interest. 

Shurkin  said  the  money  would  become  the  first 
contribution  to  the  college’s  new  fond  raising  cam¬ 
paign,  and  would  be  used  for  student  scholarship*, 
to  endow  professors  and  to  add  new  facilities,  in¬ 
cluding  a  performing  art*  center.
